Management Commended. 

“The liability of officers and direc- 
tors should be recorded in your min- 
utes as required by section 1099.

My examiner informs me, 
however, that owing to the rapid 
growth of your company, your pres- 
ent system is inadequate and that 
you are contemplating a change at 
once. 

“Your overdue paper should be col- 
lected or renewed with adequate se- 
curity. 

“It is your intention to dispose of 
the San Antonio, Uvalde & Gulf Rail- 
road Co. as soon as possible. This I 
feel sure should be done as the bank 
has too much of its funds invested in 
this one enterprise. 

“Your prosperous condition, due to 
eapable and conservative manage- 
ment, moted, for which I commend 
you.”

May Dividend Passed. 
It was the custom of the Bankers 


Trust Co. to pay a 4 per cent quarterly 
dividend for several years, and in ad- 
dition to this a 4 per cent Christmas 
dividend.

GUN FOR CANAL FORT 
FIRES A TON PROJECTILE 


It Weighs 142 Tons Itself and 
Has a Range of 22 to 27 


Miles. 

WASHINGTON, July 14.—When its 
breech-locking device has been perfect- 
ed at Watervliet Arsenal, the great 16- 
inch gun, the biggest piece of ordnance 
in the world, which has just been 
shipped from Sandy Hook proving 
grounds, will be practically ready for 
service on the Panama Canal fortifica- 
tions. The carriage for this gun is now 
under construction at the Watertown 
(Mass, Arsenal. It probably will be 
taken’ back to Sandy Hook for tests 
after being mounted and will not be 
shipped. to Panama. before next spring. 

Some idea may be had of the tremen- 
dous power of this gun by the fact that 
it ig 60 feet long, weighs 142 tons and 
fires a projectile about six feet long. 
The projectile itself weights a ton and 
ig discharged by 665 pounds of powder. 
It requires eight men to carry the 
powder charge. This gun has a max- 
imum range of from twenty-two to 
twenty-seven miles. At 11 miles the gun 
is calculated to pierce a 12-inch armor 
plate or any side armor afloat. 

When a shell. leaves the gun it is re- 
volving around its axis at about four 
thousand, revolutions per minute and 
develops a pressure of 38,000 pounds to 
the square inch. The pressure to the 
rear on the gun and forward on the 
projectile amount to 7,600,000 pounds. 
The projectile has a velocity of 2250 
;| feet and gives a muzzle energy of some- 
what more than 84, 000 foot tons—that is 
an energy capable of raising 42 tons 
one foot. every second.

WASHINGTON, July 14.—The gunboat 
Sacramento is steaming across the Gulf 
of Mexico today for Guantanamo. She 
left Puerto Mexico last night. Rear 
Admiral Badger also reported that the 
transport Hancock, with 300 marines,

Puts Two ainda Publications 
on Market Because of 
Family Fight. 


LONDON, July 14.—Behind the an- 
nouncement of William Waldorf Astor's 
intention to sell the Observer and the 


| Pall Mall Gazette lies an extraordinary 


story of a family quarrel which may 
affect the eventual disposition of his 


immense fortune—in other words, i.ay 
bring about the disinheritance of Wal- 
dorf, his son. : 

The trouble originated in a chance 
remark by Mrs. Waldorf Astor, who 
was Miss Nanny Langhorne Shaw be- 
fore her second marriage in 1906. Young 
Mrs. Astor is celebrated for her wit, 
which often carries a barbed shaft. 
One of these shafts is rankling in the 
breast of her father-in-law. 

On excellent authority it is said that 
it referred to her father-in-law’s con- 
trol of his money bags.” It so hap- 
pened that William Waldor: overheard 
the stinging phrase and the outcome is 
a complete breach between father and 
gon, the latter taking his wife’s side in 
the domestic quarrel that followed. 

Father and Son et War, 

The proposed sale of the Gazette and 
the magrzine is the first move in the 
open war which is now declared be- 
tween father and son. The original 
purchase of these two papers was de- 
signed in one case to advance the son's 
political ambitions and in the other to 
realize the father’s dream of founding a 
family which chould rank among the 
titles of the nobility. 

The objects have been soyght in recent 
years. Ever since William Waldorf 
used the Pall Mall Magazine, which he 
bought for the purpose, to give publicity 
to his belief that the first Astor mil- 
lionaire was a direct descendant of a 
Spanish grandee, who migrated to Hol- 
land, the greatest desire in life was to 
gee the name of Astor in the Aimanach 
de Goth. The acquisition of title became 
almost a monomania. 

It might nave seemed easy for Mr. 
Astor to realize his ambition, but he 
looked higher than a baronetcy or even 
an earldom. He wanted a dukedom. He 
relinquished his American citizenship 
and became a British subject as the 
first step. Unfortunately, he had not 
the gift of making friends, and even had 
the habit of making enemies. 

The incident in which he refused to 
admit Sir Berkeley Sheffield to his 
house is a matter of history. Sir Berk- 
eley was a friend of King Edward, and 
the monarch, who was naturally in a 
position to know how Mr. Astor was 
“pulling wires’’ to obtain a title, said 
emphatically that he would be dashed 
before he would sign any honor list, no 
matter what ministry presented it, on 


which the name of Mr. Astor appeared. 

This completely ended William Wal- 
dort’s ambitions for a title during King 
Edward's reign. He was considerably 
out of pock t also owing to his contri- 
butions to the Unionist party chest. 

There came a time when Mr. Astor 
concluded that his desire to see him- 
self enrolled among the Dukes must be 
abandoned. His ambitions then cen- 
tered on his son, Waldorf. The latter's 
marriage to an American had been a 
severe blow to his father, who wouid 
have preferred an English woman of 
title as his daughter-in-law. But Wal- 
dorf elected to follow a political career. 
and as young politicians with money 
are welcome in either of the Englisn 
parties, Waldorf was soon provided 
with a seat in Parliament. 

To further his son’s chances in this 
direction William Waldorf bought the 
Observer three years ago. He had 
owned ths Pall Mall Gazette since 1892 
and he made J. L. Garvin, one of the 
foremost Unionist journalists, editor »f 
both. With two such organs suppor:- 
ing the Tory cause through thick and 
thin, no Unionists’ government could 
possibly refuse whatever their proprie- 
tor should ask as a reward when the 
Gays of mivisterial plenty succeeded 
the lean days of opposition. 

Now all these plans have come to 
nought, thanks to young Mrs. Astor's 
injudicious remark which was over- 
heard by her father-in-law. 

For some time past the Pall Mall Ga- 
zette has been paying expenses, while 
the Observer is actually making a da 
it of about 350,000 a year. 

The instruction to the solicitors were 
peremptory.

ELECTRICITY DIRECT FROM COAL

German inventor, Johannes Mar- 


ented an application of the well-known 
principle of the thermopile to the prac- 
tical, production of electric light with- 
out the intervention of boiler, engine or 
dynamo. n 

Nearly 100 years ago it was discovered 
that two metals joined at one end and 
made hotter than the junction at the 
other end would generate a current of 
electricity through the metals. But the 
amount of electricity made by one such 
combination is always too small «for 
practical use in lighting. The present 
invention consists of a furnace contain 
ing a series of such thermopiles made 


deliver a practical lighting current for 
a somewhat less fuel cost than the best 
steam engines. The first cost of the 
plant should be very considerably less. 
Elimination of the .middle man, thé 
favorite panacea for reducing the cost of 
hving, is but an idle dream compared 


between ooal, the original source of most 
of our power, and the usable power or 
electricity itself. 

There is a certain mathematfal rela- 
tion between heat and “power, whether 
expressed as horsepower or kilowatts. 
If it were possible to turn into power 
all the heat contained in a pound of 
good coal it would theoretically produce 
five and one-half horsepower or four 
kilowatts for an hour. But in the 
roundabout way we now extract this 
power, we lose at every point, getting 
no more than 70 per cent of the total 
through the boiler, 30 per cent of this 
through the engine and 9 per cent of 
the engine power into electricity, finally 
realizing in electricity less than one- 
fifth of the whole force of the coal, say 
three-fourths of a kilowatt hour. Thus 
there is a theoretical possibility to do 
five times as much with a pound of coal 
as is now being done. Of course there 
would always be some losses, but here 
is margin enough to encourage inventors 
of radical departures from present 
methods, ~
